Weidmann Names Victims. 

Weidmann listed as his other vic- 
tims a real estate rental agent 
named Ramond Lesobre, found 
dead 10 days ago in the St. Cloud 
villa; a young man named Roger 
Leblond; a taxicab driver named 
Coffey and Fritz Frommer, once 
a friend of Wiedmann. At one 
time Wiedmann shared a jail cell 
with Frommer in Germany. 

Weidmann said he shot each of 
the men through the back of the 
head, The first was Coffey, killed 
Sept. 7. Leblond was killed Oct. 
16. Then Frommer, Nov. 22. The 
last was Lesobre, Nov. 27. 

Weidmann’s ‘admissions concern- 
ing Miss De Koven's death included 
such. phrases as: “I strangled her 
from behind—she fell like a doll.” 

Regarding Coffey, he said, 1 
struck him down with a bullet in 
the back of the neck—a shot that 
never fails.” 

“Two bullets in the back of the 
neck did for Leblond,” Weidmann 
added. “He collapsed without ut- 
tering a sound.” 

Frommer: “I killed him with two 
shots in the head. He hung around 
several minutes.” 

Second Body Discovered. 

Soon after the recovery of Miss 
de Koven’s body, Frommer’s was 
found in a shallow grave in the cel- 
lar. Magistrate Georges Berry iden- 
tified’ both bodies. 

It was the discovery of Lesobre’s 
body in the basement of the villa 
that started the investigation. 

That find put authorities on the 
trail of a man who had made an 


appointment with the rental agent, 


Lesobre, to inspect the vacant villa 
as a possible tenant. 

Detectives finally traced Weid- 
mann, who was living in St. Cloud. 
Three detectives were sent to arrest 
him yesterday.

He 
is 62 years old. 

The new government would re- 
semble the former Peip political 
council, the chairmanship of which 
Wang resigned in September, 1935, 
because of Japanese pressure. At 
that time he had attempted to pour 
oll on Chinese-Japanese friction in 
North China. 

Restoration of the Manchu dynas- 
ty or making Peiping China’s cap- 
ital were not regarded as immediate 
possibilities. 

Informed circles considered th 
apparent tentative selection of 
Wang to head a new government 
despite his lukewarm friendship 
toward Japan as an indication of 
Japan’s eagerness to launch a 
Japanese economic program. 

One Japanese source declared 
“Japan is willing to deal directly 
and openly with reliable leaders 
rather than with other Chinese who 
may profess pro-Japanism merely 
to line their pockets.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9, — The 
House voted down a proposal to- 
day to permit the Secretary of 
Agriculture to impose marketing 
quotas on corn when national sup- 
plies reach 2,600,000,000 bushels. 

Fewer than half the members 
were present and the vote was 78 
to 59. The House farm bill as it 
now stands would authorize in- 
voking the quotas when supplies 
reach 2,900,000, 000 bushels. 

The defeated amendment, pro- 
Illinois, 
was criticised recently by Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace on the 
ground that it was too restrictive. 


The House approved 51 to 31, an 
amendment by Rees (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, to exempt corn for silage from 
marketing quotas for that commod- 
ity. An amendment by Carlson 
(Rep.), Kansas, eliminating from 
4the marketing quota provisions for 
corn any farm on which the corn 
yield is less than 50 —per cent of 
the average yield for the preceding 
five years, also was accepted. 

A motion to eliminate all com- 
pulsion for corn marketing was de- 
feated, 99 to 93. 

Yesterday the House rejected an 
amendment providing for manda- 
tory parity price loans on crop 
surpluses. The vote was 113 to 
81. 

The amendment, offered by Rep- 
resentative Patman (Dem.), Texas, 
was designed to force the Secretary 
of Agriculture and the Commodity 
Credit Corporation to lend farmers 
an amount on stored crop surpluses 
equal in purchasing power to the 
market price received in 1909-1914. 
Patman had the support of most 
of the Southern members, who were 
spurred by anxiety lest cotton prices 
fall because of an anticipated 18, 
746,000-bale crop, the largest in 
history, forecast earlier in the day 
by the Department of Agriculture. 

Majority Leader Rayburn had 
predicted that if the corn group, 
headed by Lucas, combined with the 
Southerners the Patman amend- 
ment would get enough votes to 
pass. Chairman Jones of the Ag- 
riculture Committee kept the Mid- 
Westerners in line, ‘aowever, by 
standing aside while the House 
tentatively approved an amendment 
by Lucas providing mandatory 
rather than discretionary corn 
loans. 


Lucas Amendment Nullified. 
Later, the House. adopted an 
amendment by Jones which nulli- 
fied the Lucas amendment, Lucas 
made a strong appeal for votes 
against the Jones amendment, say- 
ing it would “scuttle a measure 
which would help thousands of II- 
linois farmers.” 

The corn bloc leaders attributed 
their defeat to the fact that some 
members of the so-called parity 
loan group supported the Lucas 
amendment but also supported the 
Jones amendment after their own 
proposal for parity loans on all 
major crops in the bill had been 
defeated.

told of fighting from the Ebro Riv- 
er to Martin del Ric. 

A half hour of hand-to-hand com- 
bat at Monte Sillero and on the road 
between Mediana and Puebla de Al- 
borton in the Ebro River Valley, 
about 15 miles Southeast of Zara- 
goza, ended in an insurgent rout, 

Floods Damage Rebel Lines. 

Later insurgent field guns blast- 
ed at Government positions at Za- 
patero. Insurgent positions along 
the Ebro River were threatened by 
floods, 

Other dispatches reported inten- 
sive insurgent activities along the 


whole line from the Ebro to Tar- 


dienta, a mountain town about 30 
miles northeast of Zaragoza. 

Zaragoza, the principal base of 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco’s 
Aragon armies, lies about 150 air 
miles west of Barcelona, new capi- 
tal of the Repubiican Government.

Circuit: Attorneys Aid Holds No 
One Can Qualify Through 
Power of Attorney. 


The plan of Verne R. C. Lacy, 
disbarred lawyer, to hecome a pro- 
fessional bondsman was disapproved 
in an opinion given this afternoon 
by the Circuit Attorney’s office to 
Judge James W. Griffin of the 
Court of Criminal Correction. The 
opinion, applying to Lacy, former 
No. 1 criminal lawyer of St. Louis, 
and. to anyone else who may seek 
to act as bondsman through a pow- 
er of attorney on some other per- 
son’s property, was prepared by 
Forrest G. Ferris Sr., assistant Cir- 


cuit Attorney, 

Lacy, who does not himself own 
property on which he could qualify 
as a bondsman, appeared at Judge 
Griffin’s home last Friday, the day 
when his disbarment took effect. 
He offered to sign a $500 common- 
law bofid for release of a man 
whose arrest had been ordered by 
the Prosecuting Attorney. Lacy 
presented a power of attorney 
signed by Mrs. John Neu, widow 
of a former Alderman, and assured 
the Judge that Mrs. Neu owned 
property worth 340,00. 

Judge Asked for Opinion. 

Judge Griffin tentatively accept- 
ed the bond, and told Lacy that if 
a warrant were issued, making a 
larger bond necessary, he might 
rule differently, and that he would 
look into the legality of the pro- 
posal in the meantime. He then 
consulted Circuit Attorney Frank- 
lin Miller, who instructed his as- 
sistant to prepare an opinion. 

Ferris, after analyzing the pur- 
pose and the provision of laws re- 
lating to bail bonds, said in his 
written opinion that an attorney- 
in-fact, or holder of a power of at- 
torney signed by another person 
owning property, could not prop- 
erly qualify as surety, since “the 
law contemplates that a surety 
should personally qualify for the 
bond he signs.” 

“Not Practicable or Safe.” 

Ferris said: “A power of attor- 
ney, giving power to sign the sure- 
ty’s name to bonds, could not be 
justified as practicable or safe for 
the State. Furthermore, the surety 
would be entitled to have the op- 
portunity personally to consider the 
risk desirability of each defendant 
for whom he should be surety. To 
deny the surety that opportunity, 
and hold him responsible for the 
risk, would be very unjust. 

“This method would afford an 
opportunity and an incentive to 
such attorneys-in-fact to acquire 
powers of attorney from numerous 
sureties, empowering them to sign 
bonds for such cureties at their dis- 
cretion. In any such system, how 
about prosecutions for false bond- 
ing qualifications? How about col- 
lecting bond forfeitures? 

“There is no instance now called 
to mind of executing bail bonds by 
an attorney-in-fact for a surety. Un- 
doubtedly the Supreme Court 
should, and would, hold any such 
practice to be illegal as against pub- 
lic policy. Imagination cannot pic- 
ture a Legislature enacting a law 
authorizing such practice.”

That Solvent Caused Deaths 
Is Confirmed. 


Washington University announced 
confirmation last night of a study 
by the American Medical Associa- 
tion which indicated that the sol- 
vent,. diethylene glycol, was re- 
sponsible for the deaths of 73 per- 


sons who used the elixir of sulfan- 


ilamide. 

“The report was made by Dr. Her- 
man Erlanger and Dr. A. C. Gose 
of the university’s pathology de- 
partment in a paper presented be- 
fore the Society for ental 


e Biology and Medicine at St. Louis 


University. 

The two pathologists had been 
conducting since September an ex- 
perimental study of the effects of 
large doses of pure sulfanilamide. 
Deaths from the elixir began to be 
reported about a month ago. They 
then extended their study to 3 
the new problem. 

Elixir of sulfanilamide was ad- 
ministered to several species of ani- 
mals in doses comparable to those 
taken by the persons who died. 
Other animals received even larger 
amounts. Rats and rabbits receiv- 
ing the elixir showed changes in 
the kidneys similar to those found 
in fatal human cases. 

The solvent, diethylene glycol, 
when administered alone to another 
group of animals, also produced 
similar kidney changes. Guinea pigs 
were found to be more resistant 
than rats or rabbits to the solvent 
and to sulfanilamide. Thus far 
they have not shown the character- 
istic kidney changes. 

Huge doses of pure sulfanilamide 
did no damage to the kidneys of a 
large number of rats and rabbits, 
the pathologists reported.

Question 

In this whsuccessful argumen

The complainants were turned 
back also in a move intended to 
show municipalities purchasing and 
reselling TVA energy were not be- 
ing charged for important services 
rendered to them by T V A—costs 
that any private company would 
have to bear. 

Roy A. Smith, former city clerk 
at Athens, Ga., where the city pur- 
chased and digtributed TVA elec- 
tricity, testified that TVA per- 
formed valuable engineering and 
auditing services for the city. 
When he was asked whether the 
city had ever received bills from 
the T V A for these services he was 
not permitted to answer, the court 
sustaining an objection by TVA 
counsel. 

Yardstick Testimony Ruled Out. 

Pleading for admission of this 
testimony, and informing the court 
that the witness would have testi- 
fied that no such bills were re- 
ceived or paid by the city, Sidney 
D. L. Jackson declared the purpose 
was to show that “the so-called 
TVA yardstick was not a true 
yardstick at all, but only a sham,” 
because of the omission of impor- 
tant elements of cost. This was 
immaterial, the court ruled. 

Counsel for the utilities failed 
also to get in testimony concern- 
ing lobbying activities of TV A for 
the enactment of state laws to fa- 
cilitate acquisition or construction 
of distribution systems by munic- 
ipalities and thereby the promo- 
tion of the power business of T V A. 
A witness who would have testified 
that he heard two representatives 
of TVA urge upon a. legislative 
committee in Mississippi enactment 
of enabling laws was not permitted 
to answer. 

The court also denied a request 
for a subpena to require TVA to 
produce a telegram it was said to 
have sent to the Governor of Ala- 
bama containing the ‘terms of a 
bill that was to be introduced in 
the Alabama Legislature to aid mu- 
nicipalities in acquiring distribu- 
tion systems, Counsel said it would 
be shown the very bill was passed, 
but the court ruled it was imma- 
terial. 

The court would take judicial no- 
tice of state statutes, Judge Allen 
said, but was not concerned with 
how they came to be enacted or 
who proposed or sponsored them.

Those Killed Trapped in 
Sleep by Midnight Blaze 
Caused, Possibly, by a 
Defective Flue.

Firemen recovered the bodies of 
nine victims, seven of them chil- 
dren, from the ruins of a flame- 
razed two-story tenement house 


early today. A long search of the 
ruins failed to discover any other 
victims, 

The dead: Mrs. McKinley Connat- 
ser, 35 years old, and three of her 
children, Virginia, 6; Vallee, 4, and 
Luther, 12; Mrs. Cora Tate, 56, her 


son, Eugene, 17, and her three 
grandsons, R. L. Melton, 12; Junior 
Melton, 6, and James Earl. Melton, 
9. 

Fire swept the building shortly 
after midnight, trapping the vic- 
tims as they slept. 

Twenty-two other occupants, 
most of them children, ran or 
jumped to safety. Gordon Tate, 22, 
son of Mrs. Tate, said from a hos- 
pital bed that he jumped from a 
second-story window. He was 
bruised, 

The others were to have fol- 


and thought they were coming but 
they didn’t. They must have been 
trapped before they could get to 
the window.” 

Defective Flue Possible Cause. 

The blaze apparently started on 
the second floor, possibly from a 
defective flue. 

McKinley Connatser, 34, husband 
and father of four victims, seized 
his 5-month-old son and jumped 
from a second-story window. 

“T called to my wife to follow 
me, said Connatser, a newspaper 
vender, “but she couldn't get to the 
window with the other children, I 
suppose. I kept waiting for them 
to jump.”

Franklin, 1, were injured and were 
taken to a hospital but they were 
not badly hurt. 

Fire Chief C. M. Johnson said 
the old building was a fire trap 
but City Building Inspector Wal- 
ter Smith said it had never been 
officially condemned.

Rescue Neighbor.

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MICHIGAN FIRES 
KIPKE AS HEAD 
FOOTBALL COACH 


By the Associated Press. 

ANN AREOR, Mich., Dec. 9. — 
The University of Michigan board 
in control of athletics notified 
Head Football Coach Harry G. 
Kipke today that his contract 
would not be renewed next year. 

His contract expires June 1, 1938: 

The board announced that it had 
gone on record in a resolution yes- 
terday as disapproving of its re 
newal, 

On the identity of Kipke’s suc- 
cessor, the board replied it had au- 
thorized its officers to interview 
“qualified coaches.” 

The board also annouriced that 
the fate of Kipke’s assistants would 
rest with the new coach, when he is 
selected. , 

Kipke, who is president of the 
National Football Coaches’ Associ- 
ation, said that “it is all news to 
me.” 

Previously, discussing what he 
would do if ousted at Michigan, 
he said that he had received sever- 
a. offers to coach and also had op- 
portunities to enter business. 

Today’s announcement came as a 
surprise in many quarters because 
Michigan has just completed its best 
season since 1935, winning four 
games and losing four. 

In 1936 Michigan won but one 
game while losing seven. Prior to 
the start of the 1937 season, Kipke 
predicted his team would win half 
of its games, He saw the predic- 
tion fulfilled as Michigan beat Iowa, 
Illinois and Chicago by single-point 
margins and won from Pennsyl- 
vania by a touchdown. 

Among those mentioned as pos- 
sible Kipke successors have been 
Irwin Uteritz, former Michigan 
quarterback now assistant at Uni- 
versity of California, and Gus Do- 
rais, head coach at University of 
Detroit. 

Stopped by Minnesota. 

Recent Michigan teams have 
failed to cope with Minnesota and 
Ohio State, two traditional rivals. 
In the last five years Michigan has 
scored only six points in games with 
Minnesota to 139 for the Gophers. 

Kipke entered the University of 
Michigan in the fall of 1920 and 
became a varsity halfback in his 
sophomore year. He captained the 
Michigan team in 1923. 

After a year as assistant foot- 
ball coach at University of Missouri 


| Kipke returned to Michigan as an 


assistant coach, remaining through 
the 1927 season. 

Michigan. State College then 
signed Kipke as head coach. His 
team won three, lost four and tied 
one in 1928, and at the end of the 
season, he returned to Michigan as 
successor to Coach Elton E. (Tad) 
Wieman.

In 1929, his first season at the 
Michigan helm, his team won five 
and lost three. 

Then started the golden era of 
Wolverine football as Kipke’s teams 
tied for the Western Conference ti- 
tle in 1930 and 1931 and won it out- 
right in 1932 and 1938.

WAR ADMIRAL OTED OU? 


SEABISCUIT IN 
SECOND PLACE, 
ONLY 18POINTS 
BEHIND LEADER 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 9.—War Ad- 
miral, unbeaten three-year-old 
owned by Samuel Riddle of Phila- 
delphia, today was awarded the 
turf’s highest honor when he was 
judged the outstanding race horse 


of the year by 256 sports writers. 

Although they never met in what 
would have been the race of the 
year, the Admiral and Mrs, C. S. 
Howard's four-year-old Seabiscuit 
staged a nose finish in the poll con- 
ducted by the turf and sport digest. 
Only 18 votes separated them in 
the final count. 

War Admiral, a son of Man O 
War, polled 621 votes on the basis 
of three points for first, two for 
second and one for third. Sea- 


biscuit, himself a grandson of Man 


O' War, received 603. The pair had 
the race all to themselves as Wil- 
liam Ziegler Jr.'s Esposa, which 
finished tallied only 140 
votes. 

The Riddle ace, winner of eight 
races, including the Kentucky Der- 
by, Preakness and Belmont Stakes, 
and $166,500, easily won the three- 
year-old title. He was the first 
choice of every writer for that hon- 
or, and outdistanced T. P. Mor- 
gan’s Texas-owned Heelfly 768 to 
311 votes. Third place in the vot- 
ing for three-year olds went to the 
Shandon Farm’s Burning Star with 
237. 

Although no provision was made 
for naming the champion of the 
handicap division, it was decided 
to award a special plaque to Sea- 
biscuit’s San Francisco owner. The 
son of Hard Tack, purchased for 
$7500 late in the 1936 season, piled 
up a record of 11 victories, two 
seconds and a third in 14 starts 
and was the year’s leading money 
winner with $168,642.50 to date. The 
two races in which he finished sec- 
ond—Santa Anita Handicap and 
Bowie Handicap—he lost by a nose. 
Menow Tops Juveniles. 

There was no argument over Hal 
Price Headley’s Menow being the 
outstanding two-year-old of the 
year. He faced the barrier only 
six times, but won three, including 
a new world record for six and a 
half furlongs in the Belmont Fu- 
turity. His earninges of $67,825 
were tops among the juveniles. 

The record, which also included 
two seconds, gave the Kentucky- 
bred colt a margin of 566 votes to 
330 over W. S. Kilmer’s Nedayr, a 
late-season sensation. Menow also 
received 15 votes as the best horse 
of the year. Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ 
Tiger was third with 246. Then 
came the Valdina Farm’s Teddy’s 
Comet with 124 and Mrs. Mars’ ill- 
fated Sky Larking, with 106.

Committee to Consider New 
Administrative Method 
Commission Increase Sought. 


By the Associated Press. 3 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The 
erning committee of the New York 
Stock Exchange moved yesterday 
to consider sweeping in ad- 
ministration and an increase in 

commissions, 

Charles R. Gay, president, was 
authorized to appoint a committee 
of nine to study “all aspects of a 
further development of the organ- 
ae and administration of the 


At the same time, the governing 
committee received a report from 
the committee on quotations and 
commissions proposing an increase 
in commissions—the amount which 
members charge for buying and sell- 


ing securities for customers—up to 


11 per cent. It was announced this 
would be considered at a special 
meeting Dec. 15, together with a 
proposed amendment making the 
maximum increases 18 per cent. 
| That sweeping changes in stock 
exchange administration were un- 
der consideration came to light Nov. 
23, when William O. Douglas, chair- 
man of the Securitie and Exchange 
Commission, called upon stock ex- 
changes to clean house or face 
drastic Federal regulation. Douglas 
proposed particularly that the ex- 
change be administered by a sal- 
aried expert, executive personnel, 
rather than by member committees. 
Wants Public Represented. 

Gay gave no indication as to 
whom he would select for the com- 
mittee authorized, but it was 
learned from usually well-informed 
stock exchange sources that an im- 
portant group among the member- 
ship was insistent on selection of a 
committee of outstanding persons, 
representing the public and all im- 
portant elements in the securities 
business. They were particularly 
insistent, it was said, on a commit- 
tee which would command public 
confidence. 

One prominent broker said that 
unless the committee selected met 
these requirements, this so-called 
“liberal” group within the member- 
Ship would select a “rump” com- 
mittee of its own.

“Resolved, that the committee be 
authorized to employ such expert as- 
sistance as it may deem advisable.” 
Suggests Increase in Commissions. 

The report of the committee on 
quotations and commissions pro- 
poses a minimum commission to be 
charged the public of $3, instead of 
the present $1 minimum, and pro- 
poses a minimum monthly service 
charge of 32 on inactive accounts. 
It is understood that at the present 
time, most member firms are charg- 
ing the $3 minimum per transac- 
tion.

sity City to Acquire Rock 
Island Right of Way. 


St. Louls will 80 along with Uni- 


gov versity City in the movement for 


a relief traffic highway, along the 
present right of way of the Rock 
Island Railroad from De Baliviere 
avenue in St. Louis to Lindell and 
Forsythe boulevards, at the west 


central boundary of University 
City. 

The draft of an ordinance to au- 
thorize the City Counselor of St. 
Louis to institute suit for condem- 
nation of the right of way, was 
sent to the Board of Public Service 
today. After the measure has been 
approved by that board and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and has been passed by the 
Board of Aldermen and signed by 
the Mayor, the city will be ready 
to take the action which University 
City took yesterday, when it filed 
its condemnation suit. , 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man undertook the drafting of the 
ordinance recently, at the direction 
of Mayor Dickmann. The new route, 
with a 40-foot roadway and 10-foot 
shoulders, will serve to relieve the 
present traffic congestion on Del- 
mar and Forsythe boulevards, and 
will be the only through east-west 
route between Delmar and For- 
sythe, which are three-fourths of a 
mile apart. Parkview and Ames 
place, residence tracts; and the 
Washington University campus are 
between Delmar and Forsythe bou- 
levards. 

The Rock Island, in negotiations 
with Mayor Matt C. Fogerty and 
the University City authorities, has 
set a price of $10,000 on its right of 
way.

Ickes Attacks Supreme Court, 
Press, Corporations and Fascist 


Nations That ‘Copy Ku Klux Klan’ 


Secrétary in Vigorous Address, Declares Jus- 


tices Have Gone Far to Convert Bill of. 


Rights Into Charter of Corporate Privilege.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—In aa 
address bristling with invectives, 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes last 
night denounced the aggressive 
wars of Fascist countries as raids 
of nations using Ku Klux Klan 
tactics, assailed the “feudal over- 
lordship” of American big business 
management, and asserted that the 
United States Supreme Court had 
gone far to convert the Bill of 
Rights into a charter of corporate 
privilege. ‘ 

Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union in New York, the outspoken 
Cabinet officer disregarded the 
limits of discretion usually ob- 
served by members of the official 
family, and, so far as business man- 
ageinent was concerned, was bel- 
ligerent where President Roosevelt 
and Secretaries Wallace and Roper 
have recently been conciliatory. 
The text of the speech was dis- 
tributed in Washington for wider 
publication. 

An interesting point in the 
speech, which was broadcast over 
a nationwide radio hook-up, was 
the emphasis Ickes put into his 
castigation of the Ku Klux Klan 
and his derision of its former mem- 
vers, among whom are Justice 
Black of the Supreme Court, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's first appointee to 
that body, 

Mayor LaGuardia of New York, 
also a speaker at the meeting, 
pointedly referred to Justice 
Black’s former membership in the 
Klan when, in commenting _on 
Ickes’ speech, he said: 

“Harold Ickes is a great author- 
ity on nightshirts—well, he ought 
to know. He just came from Wash- 
ington. I don't know just what re- 
lation there is between the short 
nightshirt and the long judicial 
robe.” 


Talks of Danger of Fascism. 

The theme of the Ickes speech 
was the increasing danger of Fas- 
cism at home and abroad, and in 
this connection he compared “the 
madness of men in nightshirts” in 
the United States shortly after the 
World War with the attempts of 
Fascist rulers to obtain colonies'and 
American business men to 
crush individual civil liberties.

“Riding forth at night in the 


shirts. Where benighted men of 


our own country at one time in- 
dulged in a moronic exhibitionism 
which disgraced the nation, we now 
find nations that boast of their 
civilization committing deeds of un- 
provoked violence against their 
neighbors. And, just as it was 
with the Kluxers here, these na- 
tions in nightshirts pretend to be- 
lieve that they are doing their daily 
good deed. Invading armies are 
sent across the borders of other 
countries that are so weak and 
helpless as to offer a helpless 
prey. 

Raids of “Nightshirt Nations.” 

“Under the international Ku Klux 
kode, a country can be invaded 
merely because it is ‘discourteous’ 
or entertains thoughts that are dis- 
tasteful to the aggressor. Coun- 
tries may be overrun, territory tak- 
en, property destroyed and people 
killed by the hundredg of thousands 
in the name of humanity, civiliza- 
tion or religion, with never a dec- 
laration of war uttered. Legalis- 
tically speaking, the world may be 
at peace while helpless populations 
are put to the sword. The kleagles 
and the klokards now ride bomb- 
ers, tanks, battleships and subma- 
rines over a field of operations that 
fs international. The raids of the 
nightshirt nations constitute the 
greatest threat to civilization since 
the democratic principle became es- 
tablished.” 

The aggressive operations of the 


Fascist countries, Ickes continued, 


are a threat to the United States, 
and Fascism is all the,more dan- 
gerous “because it pretends that its 
purpose and ideals aré to preserve 
the world from Communism.” This 
phase of Fascism, he declared, has 
its supporters among some busi- 
ness men and politicians in this 
country. His statement was a re- 
minder to his New York audience 
that Tammany Hall had tfied to 
brand Mayor LaGuardia as a Com- 
munist in the recent mayoralty 
campaign. Ickes supported La- 
Guardia, while Postmaster-General 
Farley and other New Dealers 
worked for the Tammany can- 
didate. 

“Every candidate for office in 
America who lacks a real issue,” 
Ickes asserted, “proceeds to shout 
‘Communism.’ Any male or female 
hysteric, gluttonous for notoriety 


and unscrupulous about achieving 


it, can always uncover a ‘Red net- 
work. Employers who deny to 
their workers the right to associate 
together in a labor union for the 
common good of all frequently de- 
clare that they do so because of 
‘Communistic’ influences at large 
in their factories. It does not re- 
quire much intelligence to see that 
such Communism may become a 
wooden horse, within the bowels of 


superimpose upon America an 
equally dreadful Fascism.” 

Ickes quoted from a statement 
by Grover Cleveland to show that 
the former President, over 50 years 
ago, recognized Fascism as an in- 
stitution, although the term itself 
was unknown. Cleveland’s view 


was: 

“Communism is a hateful thing 
and a menace to peace and organ- 
ized government; but the Commu- 
nism of combined wealth and cap- 
ital, the outgrowth of overweening 
cupidity and selfishness, which in- 
sidiously undermines the justice 
and integrity of free institutions, is 
no less dangerous than the Commu- 
nism of oppressed poverty. and toil, 
which, exasperated. by injustice and 
discontent, attacks with wild dis- 
order. the citadel of rule.” 

Ickes related in detail how Fas- 
cism and totalitarian governments 
abroad had curbed the civil liber- 
ties of free speech, free assemblage 
and free worship, and had dis- 
criminated against races. He de- 
clared that in this country consti- 
tutional officers—legislative, exec- 
utive and judicial—had gone along 
the same path by disregarding the 
constitutional guaranties. 

“Police and militia,” he said, 
“have injured and slain men while 
acting in accordance with their un- 
doubted legal rights. In many in- 
stances, ‘strikebreaking’ has been 
synonymous with ‘law-breaking.’ 
Peonage at times raises its ugly 
head in our land. Agent provoca- 
teur has become a fixture in our 
language. 

“Men have been discriminated 
against on account of the color of 
their skins or because of their re- 
ligion or race. Newspapers, lack- 
ing in influence and in circulation, 
but expressing views opposed by 
those in high places, have felt the 
heavy hand of pressure. Censor- 
ships have been exercised. Police- 
men with their guns and night- 
sticks, and even with tear gas 
bombs, have broken up meetings 
because someone with influence has 
not liked the political theories or 
the social philosophies that were to 
be expounded, although both 
theories and philosophies were well 
within the law. 

The Constitutional Lawyers. 

“It is all very well for those who 
with bank accounts well padded 
with liberal corporation fees and 
who strut the stage as ‘great con- 
stitutional lawyers,’ to be alarmed 
professionally for the safety of our 
institutions. It will be time enough 
for the ordinary citizen to weep 
with them when evidence is given 
that these hypocritical mourners, 
who wear the crape of privilege, 
are really interested in the essen- 
tial integrity of the great document 


that they pretend to revere; when 
they show that they have some ap- 
preciation of the fact that the pro- 
tection of the Constitution was in- 
tended to extend to all of the people 
of the United States, even the 
humblest; when they admit that, in 
the final analysis, the Constitution 
was set up as a bulwark to insure 
a maximum of human liberty, not 
for a few, and not merely for the 
many, but for every human being 
in the land. 

“Profound changes have occurred 
in our economic life. All of us 
have come to pay tribute, just or 
unjust, to corporate overlords 
which stand between us and the 
state, much as the feudal. barons 
stood between thosé who worked 
the soil and their King. Our eco- 
nomic life is no longer dominated 
by individuals acting in defense of 
their own property, but by large 
corporations whose powers, like 
those under feudalism, are more 
nearly akin to government than to 
those of an individual. 


“We are just beginning to under- 
stand the degree to which giant 
corporations have assumed an over- 
lordship over the civil rights. and 
substantive liberties of the indi- 
vidual. For a long time we failed 
to even grasp the significance of 
this problem. For a long time it 
never occurred to us that these 
great corporations, which we cre- 
ated and in whose creation we took 
pride, would come to rule over us. 

“Our State and Federal Consti- 
tutions carefully safeguard the 
rights of the individual in his rela- 
tion to his government. Our State 
and Federal Constitutions have 
been construed by the courts so as 
to safeguard the rights of the larg- 
est corporation in its relation to 
the Government as if it were a mere 
individual. But our State and Fed- 
eral Constitutions are woefully in- 
adequate to safeguard the ordinary 
citizen in his relation to a great 
corporation which may control his 
investments, his labor, his busi- 
ness opportunities, and even his 
rights and liberties. 


Wage and Hour Legislation. 

“The struggle of the individual 
against the oppression of corporate 
power has only just begun. By no 
means has it been won. Large cor- 
porations dictate the wages and 
hours, of millions of workers. Leg- 
islation which proposes, not to fix 
wages or hours, but merely to set 
minimum standards for the workers 
who cannot protect themselves by 
collective bargaining, is assailed as 
bureaucratic and dictatorial. Sup- 
posedly liberal writers, who have 
droned on quietly for years while 
the Tom Girdlers, the Jimmy Rands 
and other corporate czars dictated

| Dr. ‘Hooton Compares Man's Status With 
Progress of Machine—F..W. Parsons Thinks 
Roosevelt Has Last Opportunity. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Dr, Earn- 
est Albert Hooton, Harvard profes- 
sor of anthropology, said in an ad- 
dress here last night that mechani- 
cal science had so far outstripped 
man’s ‘biological status, his social 
ideals and his behavior that there 
was “danger the engineers will 
make apes of all of us.” 

He spoke before a joint meeting 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers and the Society 
for the Advancement of Manage- 
ment and of the Personnel Re- 
search Federation. 

He advised them that “degenera- 
tion and evolutionary extinction” 
inevitably befall living things which 
become so dependent upon special- 
ized environment that the power 
of adaptation, initiative and prog- 
ress are lost.” 

Hooton said that the “recession 
in muscular strength” had been all 
right up to a point, “No man has 
need of the strength of the ape,” 
he pointed out, “but he ought to 
need the brains of a man; he 
should not be able to survive and 
flourish with the mental equip- 
ment of a moron.” 

Engineers brought man up from 
the level of an ape, said Hooton, 
but the human curve started down- 
ward again when mechanical 
genus produced tools that facil- 
itated the performance of work 
with little or no “cerebral exer- 
tion.” 

“In the conversion of raw prod- 
ucts the individual was not only 
allowed to stop sweating, but also 
to stop thinking,” he said. “His 
brain went on a vacation.” 

The effect of such a life on the 
nervous system, the mind and even 
the muscular and other functions 
of the body had been “devastating,” 
he declared. 

But he did not think the solu- 
tion was a moratorium on mechan- 
ical, endeavor and progress until 
man “catches up” with his ma- 
chines.

“In 
1933 he was dealing with a nation 
that was thoroughly deflated and 
ready for recovery,” Parsons said, 
“Now he is dealing with a country 
filled with class hatred, plagued 
by misconceptions and pestered by; 
groups and clans that have 
acquired access to Federal funds. 
Parsons told his audience to “let 
no one doubt that if American busie 
ness is given a chance it will im- 
mediately become a boundless field 
of excitement and adventure.” On 
the other hand, it was “no wone 
der that business is refusing to fix 
nance its own destruction.” 

“Although trade and industry 
are ready to go,” he said, “they are 
restrained by fear of the Govern« 
ment and what it will do.” 

The present recession, “the 
sharpest decline in the industrial 
index that has ever occurred in 
the same length of time,” he adde 
ed, seemed to mean that “you cane 
not make prices, profits and busie 
ness conform to preconceived pate 
terns.”

Folk Songs of St. Louis Origin. 
To, the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HARVARD 


fcan folk song, “He Done Her Wrong,” 
originated in Florida and that the man’s 
name was Albert. A Yale highbrow 
(Thomas Beer) and a Princeton high- 
brow (Sigmund Spaeth) both agree that 
the song originated in St. Louis and that 
the man’s name was Johnnie. Since 
Thomas H. Benton, with vigorous brush, 
has included the barroom killing of John- 
nie by Frankie in his frescoed history of 
Missouri at Jefferson City, it is to be 
hoped that no one in the future will 
attempt to deprive St. Louis of the dis- 
tinction of having created this immortal 
ballad of love, hate, death and repent- 
ance. 
Other folk songs which started in St. 
Louis are worthy of serious study. One 
has to do with the killing by a Negro 
bully named Stacker Lee (or Stack O. 
Lee) of another Negro named Lyon, be- 
cause Lyon accidentally spit in the Stet- 
gon hat owned by Lee. This poem is in- 
cluded in Charles Finger’s collection of 
“Frontier Ballads.” r indicates that 
the song originated in St. Louis. How- 
ever, this version must be partially spuri- 
ous, because he represents the Sheriff as 
testing “the old electric chair.” The orig- 
inal St. Louis version referred to “the 
hangin’ rope.” Capital punishment has 
never been administered by the electric 
chair in Missouri. William Marion Reedy 
told me that Lee was an actual char- 
acter and that the lawyer who defended 
him was Nathaniel Dryden (Amherst 
and Washington University School of 
Law). 
The best-known folk song of St. Louis 
‘origin is  “Ta-ra-ra-boom-der-aye.” Wil- 
liam Marion Reedy said this song origi- 
nated in the 1880s on Chestnut street, be- 
tween Twelfth street and Jefferson ave- 
nue. A few years later, it was pirated, 
ted and copyrighted by some New 
York theatrical people. The polite ver- 
sion of the song became world-famous 
after being sung by Lottie Collins on vau- 
deville stages in New York, London and 
Paris. This song was not in the Negro 
dialect and was not a tragic ballad. It 
was a series of short, merry lyrics, each 
one followed by a resounding chorus of 
irrational words which in the emotional 
field were expressive of great joy. 
Forty-six years ago, when I was a sec- 
ond-form schoolboy at Lawrenceville, N. 
J., the original St. Louis version of this 
song was sung with gusto by the stu- 
dents. It was taught to them by a com- 
pany of journeyman brickmasons who 
were temporarily residing in the village. 
While the Lottie Collins version of “Ta- 
ra- ra- boom-der-aye“ has often been pub- 
lished, I have never seen a printed copy 
of the original St. Louis version. The 
Post-Dispatch would not care to print it.

HOUSING AT THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 
The protest of the Current Topics Club at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri against the erection of an ar- 
mory before other needs are met at the State uni- 
versity reflects more than opposition to the enlarge- 
ment ‘of the student military establishment at Co- 
lumbia. According to a recent survey of housing 
conditions, a first need is improvement in the con- 
ditions under which a substantial number of stu- 
dents live. Members of Sigma Delta Chi, profession- 
al journalistic fraternity, who conducted the investi- 
gation, found that student rooming houses were 
“about 60 per cent fair, 30 per cent poor and 10 
per cent disgusting.” Some students working for 


damp, foul-smelling basement roonts.” 
The solution, it is believed by various student 
groups in addition to Sigma Delta Chi, is the erection 
of one or more student dormitories to relieve the 
crowded conditions resulting from increased enroll- 
ment, The Student Government Association has hit 
on the happy idea of selecting three students from 
each county in the State to explain the need to State 
legislators.

, cordance with the increase of tax-paying 
ability. The personal graduated net income 
tax is the-only levy which meets these 
specification. 

“Whether such consciousness will induce 
taxpayer pressure upon the Government will 
depend on the attitude of the taxpayer to- 
ward Government expenditures. Whether 
any action so induced will be socially desir- 
able or undesirable will depend upon the 
state of enlightenment of the taxpayer 
group.

lieve it was carved by a sculptor of 
the Argive school, whose adherents 
resided around the city of Argos, 
The material is Pentelic marble, 
a white stone taken from Mount 
Pentelicus, near Athens—the same 
material used in the Parthenon. 
While this particular work is be- 
lieved to date from the late fourth 
or early third century before Christ, 
it reflects in ita modeling the style 
of statues of great Greek athletes 
as created in the fifth century B, 
C. by the sculptor Polycleitus. 

It was the fashion in those days 
and for some centuries thereafter 
to carve figures of the victors in 
Olympic games, and sometimes the 
figures of gods were created in the 
more-than-lifesize image of the 
athletic heroes. 

The Art Museum announced that 
the probable subject of this statue 
was Poseidon, the sea god, a sur- 
mise based on the muscular empha- 
sis of the torso. Since this frag- 
mentary remain is 31 inches tall, it 
was deduced that the original 
statue was perhaps seven or eight 
feet high. 

“This example,” said the museum 
announcement, “retains much of 
the evidence of Polycleitus’ inspira- 
tion. The torso has lost much of 
the severity of the early age of 
Polycleitus. The treatment of ana- 
tomical detail is more realistic 
than in the Fifth Century B. C., but 
the more broken and naturalistic 
planes of the body pass into each 
other by soft graduations and the 
muscles are vibrant with life.” 

The figure, now on display with 
the classical statuary collection in 
gallery No. 8, formerly belonged to 
a private English collection. It was 
purchased by the museum from the 
Brummer Galleries, New York, for 


$12,000.

The story goes that for his ex- 
periments he needed large quanti- 
ties of this substarice, and even 
when he was furnished with bar- 
rels full of adrenal glands from 
American stockyards, he could not 
get enough. Here, by accident, as 
he was being served a native Hun- 
garian dish heavily spiced with pa- 
prika, it occurred to him from the 
smell that this might have some 
ascorbic acid. He found, to his sur- 
prise, that it was the best source of 
Vitamin C that he had ever tried. 


One of the most significant fea- 
fures of his research is the possi- 
bility’ that the body itself secretes 
these vitamins that all the physiol- 
ogists have insisted should be part 
of a balanced diet and be taken in 
by the mouth. We have known for 
a long time that the liver stores 
Vitamin D, and that probably 
adults do not need as much of that 
because their own livers furnish it. 
Many skeptics have pointed out 
that people on quite a limited diet 
do not suffer from lack of vita- 
mins, and the reason may be that 
we have good manufacturing plants 
f these substances inside our bod- 
es. At times, of course, they fail, 
and it is pretty well demonstrated 
that as people advance into middle 
life their stores of Vitamin B get 
lower, and this may be supplied ar- 
tificially with benefit .by concen- 
trated products, 


It will probably not do to neglect 
the vitamin factor in diet planning, 
but at any rate, it is encouraging 
to think that we will not be entirely 
without vitamins for some time, 
éven if they are not furnished in 
the diet.

HEY are a hopeless, useless 

looking assortment, those arms 

and-legs and heads and torsos 
of dolls, in all states of mutilation, 
that fill several trunks at the doll 
hospital of the Goodwill Industries 
factory at Eighth and Howard 
streets. The casual onlooker would 
be certain they had no future ahead 
of them other than a rubbish heap 
—unti he had watched them go 
through the complete process of 
surgery and réjuvenation at the 
hands of the hospital’s two women 
“doctors”; had seen a torso with 
perhaps one dangling arm and 
a battered head acquire another 
arm, a pair of very satisfactory 
legs, a facial and new coiffure, un- 
derwear and dress, and emerge 
ready to pop into some child's 
Christmas stocking. 

The doll hospital is the major fea- 
ture of the toy rebuilding program 
of Goodwill Industries; but the pro- 
gram includes the repairing of any 
toy, in whatever stage of disinte- 
gration,. that comes into the fac- 
tory. Unlike the usual toy repair- 
ing programs, however, the moti- 
vating purpose is not charity, not 
toys to give away, but toys to sell. 
Goodwill operates its toy depart- 
ment on the plan of the whole or- 
ganization; the providing of work 
for those who need it, by utilizing 
cast-off things to be remade and 
sold for just enough to pay the 
workers wages. The dolls are sold 
for from 10 cents to $3, in the 
Goodwill outlet stores, to those who 
cannot afford new toys. 

About 1500 dolls are rebuilt each 
season—not nearly enough to sat- 
isfy the demand, but all that can 
be made from the material at hand. 
The material comes in with the col- 
lections of discarded things of all 
varieties that flow endlessly into 
the factory. It consists of any- 
thing from a complete doll that 
may merely be dirty, to a single 
arm or a wig or a head that looks 
as if it had spent a few days in the 
ash heap. But it doesn’t stay that 
way long. 

The first, and from the stand- 
point of health for all concerned, 
the most important thing, is to give 
the doll parts a thorough steriliza- 
tion. That is a process through 


whick every bit of material of any 
kind goes on arrival at the Good- 
will factory, to avoid ng 
the workers as well as the ultimate 
buyer. ~As soon as a bag of cast- 
off donations arrives it is placed 
in a sterilizer at 244 degrees, even 
before the contents are sorted or 
handled in any way. , 

As the contents are sorted, elec- 
trical toys are placed in a hamper 
to go to. the electrical repair de- 
partment, general toys to another 
repair shop, and the dolls, or frag- 
ments of dolls, are placed in trunks 
for the doll hospital, 

There is nothing pretentious 
about the hospital. It occupies 
only a small corner on the second 
floor of the factory, presided over 
by Mrs. Hattie Larkin, who has 
been with Goodwill 11 years, seven 
of them spent as doll “doctor.” Miss 
Mary Boenning assists her, and 
they work on a heavy table about 
four feet wide and eight long, lit- 
tered with paint, glue, wire, odd 
parts, just about everything that 
goes to make up a complete doll. 
The trunks holding the dismem- 
bered dolls are to the front at one 
end of the bench; the wall behind 
is covered with bin-like drawers. 
From some of the half-open draw- 
ers protrude arms or legs or wigs; 
from others are suspended dolls 
that look as if they had tried to 
crawl out and were trapped part- 
way. 


HEIR heads are drying,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Larkin. “They 
have just had new hair paint- 
ed on, and have to be hung head 
down to keep it from running into 
their eyes.

She found one, laid it with the oth- 
er, and cut a long half-inch strip 
from a piece of sheet rubber.

The clamps are bent pieces of 
wire that etick out of the upper 
ends of the legs—when they are 
missing, Mrs. Larkin replaces them 
with pieces of baling wire—and can 
be pinched tightly over the ends of 
the rubber strips. After fastening 
the elastic to the legs, Mrs. Larkin 
passed the strips through the hol- 
low torso to the neck opening, pull- 
ing the legs into the sockets. 


In the meantime, Miss Boenning 
had laid out an assortment of heads 
of various sizes and types, which 
Mrs, Larkin then began to “try on” 
the neck, one after another. 

“This head will fit. It's a good 
one; too, but we'll have to paint it 
a bit. Now you hold this, Miss 
Boenning—hold it tight,” and she 


handed her assistant the body as 
she pulled the tire tubing through 
the neck as far as it would stretch, 
“Now that has to be hooked—wait 
‘til I open up the hook a little bit 
here we are. Got it?“ as her as- 
sistant tried to catch the wire over 
the rubber. 

“Nope. That’s not it. You haven’t 
opened the hook enough,” so Mrs. 
Larkin opened it a bit more, and 
it caught the rubber and was 
clamped tightly under tension, with 
a small pair of pliers. The excess 
of rubber was cut off, and there 
was an armiess doll with movable 
head and legs. 

Arms were picked out, matched 
and fastened by rubber running be- 
tween them through the body. 

“There, that’s got it,“ Mrs. Lar- 
kin remarked proudly as she held 
up a doll ready for the make-up 
and its clothing. “It’s hair is still

all right” so she deftly applied a 
little rouge to lips and cheeks, and 
passed it over to Miss Boenning for 
a complete ontfit of underwear, 
petticoat, dress and stockings, 

Those too, are the work 
of the doll rebuilders. Many doll 
dresses come in to Goodwill with 
the other articles and are repaired, 
washed, and pressed. But most of 
the clothing has to be either made 
over or entirely made up from 
ecraps of cloth, for it takes quite 
a little to clothe 25 dolls a day, the 
average turnout. All of it is done 
by Mrs. Larkin and Miss Boen- 
ning. 

Sometimes repairing a doll is a 
bit more complicated, for the 
pressed-paper torso may be cracked 
the full length, and may need to 
be glued carefully and then clamped 
together until dry. Or a cloth tor- 
so is ripped badly, and must be 
partly restuffed with hair or cot- 
ton and stitched up. A mason jar 
of brown paint is always at hand 
for a new head of hair, or a wig 
can be found in the drawers in 
back and glued on, if the doll re- 
quires “real hair.” Sometimes eyes 
have to be touched up, sometimes 
replaced when they are the mov- 
able type and damaged. Faces al- 
most always have to be painted, 
sometimes entirely re-enameled in 
flesh color and then rouged. The 
noses are the most frequent suf- 
ferers—scarcely a head that does 
not have the paint rubbed off the 
tip of the nose. Arms and legs are 
repainted if needed. It is a rare 
doll that merely needs its face 
washed, although some do come in 
like that, outgrown and discarded 
just before Christmas in expectation 
of a new one.

Y THE time the two workers 

have finished with a doll it may 

not look absolutely new in every 
instance, but certainly near enough 
to it to gratify some small girl 
whose parents are able to pay no 
more than the Goodwill price, yet 
are able to pay something and so 
would not come to the notice of 
organizations that give away dolls. 
As the day progresses a heap of 
them accumulate in boxes ready to 
be hauled to the distributing stores: 
French dolls with elaborate coif- 
fures that probaby came, in frag- 
ments, from some boudoir; little 
piccaninny rag dolls; talking dolls, 
dolls that are replicas of every age 
from babyhood to maturity, and 
some that are the equivalent of 
hy made to sell for from $10 to 
A similar activity in rebuilding 
useable things out of discards takes 
place in the wheeled-toy depart- 
ment at the factory, under the su- 
pervision of Dean C. Dimmitt. Like 
the doll hospital, the toy depart- 
ment takes up very little space, but 
every bit of it is used. Even the 
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ceiling rafters are hung with bi- 
cycle frames, wheels, tires and han- 
dlebars; with fragments of scooters, 
including innumerable wheels; doll 
buggy parts and doll crib parts, tri- 
cycles, autos and wagons. Even a 
few sleds hang from the rafters, 
but most of these, or rather their 
pieces, are stacked in a great pile 
on the floor near Dimmitt’s work 
bench, There are about 260 sleds on 
hand, ready to be made over; per- 
haps they should be called er- 
sleds,” since they will, by Christ- 
mas, have been assembled into only 
about two-thirds of that number of 
complete sleds. So far this season, 
some 150 have been turned out, 
ready for sale. 
* 


EPAIRING the toys requires de- 
cided ingenuity. Pieces from 
the headpiece of a crib, or the 
side of a packing box may be shaped 
and planed into a sled top; a bed 
rail may be bent and polished for a 
runner. Wire coat hangers some- 
times are straightened out to do 
duty as wagon, buggy or even as 
bicycle spokes. The most improb- 
able uses are made of odds and 
ends, yet the final product shows 
no indication of being make-shift. 
Tables, chairs, desks and other 
child furniture go to the furniture 
department for repair, just as the 
electrical department handles elec- 
trical toys. Then, along with the 
wheeled toys and sleds, they move 
along the route to the painting de- 
partment, where the final touches 
are given with a paint spray. If 
finer work is needed, brushes are 
used, although no effort is made at 
decorative effects. The utilitarian 
idea predominates; a sled will go 
down a hill as fast without orna- 
mental flowers as with them, and, 
besides, it would slow down the 
production. 


For Goodwill Industries never is 
able competely to fill the demand 
for toys around Christmas, chiefly 
because not enough parts come in. 
Dolls, bicycles and sleds are most 
in demand. Bicycles are sold as 
quickly as finished, usually with 
about $10 as the top price. Com- 
paratively few are received, since 
bicycles are seldom discarded un- 
less badly battered, and often it 
takes three or four wrecks to “ac- 
cumulate” one complete bike. 


Christmas does not see the end 
of the toy repairing at Goodwill. 
The work goes on well into the new 
year; in fact, it is during the after- 
Christmas period that Goodwill 
fares best as a recipient of broken 
toys. They are either those that 
have been replaced with new ones 
—or they are new ones that have 
not withstood childhood enthusi- 
asm. 

“Dolls simply start flowing in 
about a week after Christmas,” 
Mrs. Larkin said. “Mostly with 
broken heads.”

But 
the answer is plain—he exhales the 
poison of his own sickened soul... 
sickened because it has been de 
prived of its necessary periods of 
isolation. : 

We are not enough alone, we 
moderns. Something is always 
yanking at us...battering at our 
five senses. Sensation succeeds and 
overlaps sensation...we have ho 
time to absorb one experience be- 
fore another is upon us. The old 
expression—"I need to think things 
out”—is a deep psychological truth, 
We must think things out. smooth 
things out...break life into man- 
ageable material, or we are actually 
poisoned. 

Solitude also serves another pur 
pose. Constant sensation depletes 
us—uses up certain forces within 
us. We know very little, as yet, 
of the nature of those forces, but 
we have discovered by actual ex- 
periment that they can be used up, 
exactly as the batteries of a flash- 
light are exhausted, by constant 
action, And nothing save solitude 
can restore their strength. 

A slang phrase expresses this 
fact exactly. There's a live wire,” 
we say, pointing to some magnetie 
person—feeling, in our own 
the sharp impact of his intensely, 
charged personality. Such vitality 
is utterly unlike the false anima- 
tion of the neurotic. It can only 
come from deep resources of rested 
power, 

We all need “worrying rocks.” I 
know the mother of a large family 
who insists on a half hour period 
by herself each day. This is diffi- 
cult to do—she is poor, busy and 
hard-pressed. But she has arranged 
her life to meet this need. Her 
“worrying rock” is only a spot she 
has walled off in the attic—a cor- 
ner no one else ever enters. In this 
she has a couch, one lovely picture 
and—quietness. A quietness which 
no one is allowed to violate. And 
in that solitude, day after day, she 
is REBORN.

HEN a woman goes out on a 
cosmetic buying spree, she is in 
a state of confusion as soon as 
she has one look at the counter.
